Contest Saturday 


The annual Hallowe'en win­ 
dow painting contest sponsor­ 
ed by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce through the coopera­ 
tion of local merchants will 
be held Saturday between the 
hours of 9 a.m. and 12 noon. 
The contest is proving to be 
more popular than ever, as 
there will be somewhere be­ 
tween 375 and 400 youngsters 
in the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grades of public and 
parochial schools taking part. 
As in the past, the contestants 
win paint their pictures in the 
morning, with the judging to be 
done some time during the after­ 
noon. A list of the winning en­ 
tries selected by the judges will 
be turned over to a committee 
chosen by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, who will post the ribbons, 
along with an identification card 
stating who made the drawing. 
The boys and girls will be di­ 
vided into three classes: one for 
sixth grade, one for seventh, and 
one for eighth, with prizes being 
given in each class. The prizes 
are as follows: first place, $5; 
second place, $3; third place, $2; 
and the next ten honorable men­ 
tions, $1 each. Two ribbons wiU 
also be given to each pair of con­ 
testants who are chosen as prize 
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winners.

THE FOLLOWING rules must 
be observed by all contestants in 
order that their drawings qual­ 
ify for consideration by the 
judges: 
1. The sidewalk area around the 
window must be cleaned un 
before the drawing is consid­ 
ered finished. Paint cans, 
spilled paint, newspapers, and 
paint rags must be disposed of. 
2. No adult may help the pupil 
with his painting. 
Should a 
grown-up or an older student 
help the pupil to do his paint­ 
ing, the contestant would be 
disqualified. 
3. Th# painting must be confined 
to the space marked on each 
window, and all painting must 
be done from the outside. 
4. The contestant may draw a 
small sketch of what he in­ 
tends to paint on the window, 
but no drawing may be traced 
directly from large sheafs ©f 
paper to the window. 
In an effort to avoid as much 
congestion as possible, any con­ 
testant bringing his bicycle to the 
downtown area will be asked to 
park it in designated areas in the 
parks along the railroad tracks. 
Patrol boys will guard the bi­ 
cycles during the course of the 
painting contest.

Final Report Reveals 
52,000 Swimmers In 
Arlington Heights Pool 


The recreation program at Ar­ 
lington Heights recreation park 
surpassed all previous 
records 
this past summer with a total 
ot 100,000 persons entering the 
park during the season. This is 
the heaviest attendance per acre 
of any recreation park in the 
country. 
During the season it was nec­ 
essary to close the pool only four 
days due to bad weather and the 
number of swimmers 
entering 
the pool during the entire period 
totaled 52,566. 
The 
organized 
swimming program had 
9,300 
participants for the season, with 
703 being taught to swim or 
graduating from advanced swim­ 
ming classes. This was the larg­ 
est organized swimming instruc­ 
tion program in the Chicago area. 
The playground program had 
11,665 participants 
throughout 
the summer, taking part in ten­ 
nis, baseball, handicraft, volley­ 
ball or shuffleboard. There were 
three baseball teams in competi­ 
tion with Barrington and Park 
Ridge, with two of the teams 
winning first places. 
One hundred and eighty-five 
boys took part in the organized 
baseball program.

Selection of Parking Authority 


Willard Walters, chairman 
of the planning commission, 
requested the A r l i n g t o n 
Heights village board Tues­ 
day night, to take immediate 
action to create a village 
parking commission and to 
consider the installation of 
parking meters 
along the 
streets in the shopping area. 
He outlined orally s e v e r a l 
parts of the Stanton and Rock­ 
well master plan report regard­ 
ing capital improvement which 
the commission felt should be 
adopted and put into effect dur­ 
ing 1952 and 1953. He will tender 
a written report on the recom­ 
mendation within the next two 
weeks. 
• ♦ * 
THE IMPROVEMENT recom­ 
mended includes development of 
four parking lots outlined in the 
master plan. 
Two are located 
north cf the railroad—one just 
south of the Arlington Theatre, 
between Evergreen and State rd., 
and the other along Miner st., 
between Northwest hwy. and 
Dun ton. One on the south side is 
located in the railroad park, be­ 
tween Dunton and Vail, and the 
other back of Tibbits Cameron 
Lumber company, adjacent to 
the tracks and to be used speci­ 
fically for commuters. 
It is the belief of the commis­ 
sion that if the village installs 
parking meters along the streets 
the revenue from them will help 
pay for the cost of securing and 
improving these lots. 
As soon as the board receives 
the written recommendation it 
will meet with a committee from 
the plan commission and mem­ 
bers of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce to further discuss the mat­ 
ter. 
Hugo J. Thai, village attorney, 
was authorized to staft condem­ 
nation proceedings of property on 
the east side of S. State rd., from 
the south line of the John Mayer 
property, to the north line of 
South «t extern* 
for the pur 
pose of widening tfie street. There 
is a jog in the road at that point 


which will be straightened out if 
the improvement is made. It is 
also understood the village needs 
this right-of-way for a sewer ex­ 
tension which will relieve the 
flooded conditions on the South­ 
side during heavy rains,

That 
resident is Mrs. Walter Christo- 
phersen, 1010 West Euclid ave. 
The lone battle comprised let­ 
ter after letter that she has writ­ 
ten to the

Commission. It is true that the 
village board formally requested 
that the gates be installed, but 
it was Mrs. Christophersen who 
deluged the Commerce Commis­ 
sion with so many letters that 
almost 
in 
self 
defense, 
the 
Commission issued the 
original 
order last spring for the gate 
installation. 
The last promise given by the 
railroad company for the start 
of the project was August I.

there was nothing in evidence, 
Mrs. Christophersen 
again 
got 
busy with her letters, which has 
brought the following reply: 
“Referring to your letter of Oc­ 
tober 2, 1952, addressed to Mr. 
Parker, safety engineer, this of­ 
fice, Supplemental X Resolutions 
of the Commission were adopted, 
extending the time for comple­ 
tion of the signal and gate pro­ 
tection at the Euclid avenue and

that the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway be denied any further 
increase in suburban fares or, 
if any increase is granted, that 
suburban service be improved in 
both quality and quantity to jus­ 
tify the boost.

The petition points out that 
since 1942 the railroad has been 
granted nine rate increases. (The 
increase now being sought would 
range from 20 to 38%). 
It illustrates the deterioration 
of the service which has accom­ 
panied these rate increases with 
such examples as the road’s use 
of locomotives ranging in age 
from 29 to a venerable 48 years; 
passenger cars that have been 
clattering up and down the lines 
for as many as 42 years, reduc­ 
tion in the number of trains ope­ 
rating, 
and 
slowing-down 
of 
schedules so that 
“trains 
are 
moving with far greater leisure­ 
liness than they did 20 years 
ago.” 
The document concludes with 
the statement that the Northwes­ 
tern has “failed, 
omitted 
and 
neglected to 
provide 
adequate 
suburban transportation service 
to the communities 
involved,” 
and that it “does not contem­ 
plate any offer or promise any 
improvement in service.” 
Any increase in fare, regard­ 
less of the amount, would be un­ 
just and unconscionable unless 
it is accompanied by improve­ 
ment in equipment and service, 
the petition avows.

Because many people confuse 
the terms tumor 
and 
cancer, 
needless anxieties develop. 
On 
the other hand, a recognition of 
the difference and the wish to 
have a positive diagnosis not on­ 
ly dispels the state of anxiety, 
but brings about an early detec­ 
tion of cancer if 
the 
tumor 
should prove malignant. 
Every cancer is a tumor, but 
not every tumor is a cancer. 
Neither is every lump a cancer. 
A tumor is an uncontrolled new 
growth of tissue. 
Some tumors 
are benign. That is they remain 
localized at the place where they 
start, and do not metastasize or 
spread to other 
parts of 
the 
body. In general they are not 
fataL 
• * * 
CANCERS, ON the other hand, 
do not remain 
localized, 
do 
spread to other parts of the body 
and ultimately take the life of 
the patient unless proper meth­ 
ods are used to destroy them. 
This procedure, however, is dif­ 
ficult unless the condition is de­ 
tected in the incipient stages. 
Lumps may 
be present 
in 
many areas of the body which, 
on examination, may prove to 
be congenital malformations or 
the result of inflammatory con­ 
ditions. 
• *

TO 
ELIMINATE 
suspicious 
symptoms 
and 
manifestations, 
and to establish an exact diag­ 
nosis, laboratory examination of 
tissue from the involved area is 
necessary. This is accomplished 
by removing only a small por­ 
tion of tissue from the area in 
which the suspicious lump is lo­ 
cated. The tiny particle of tissue 
is processed chemically and ex­ 
amined under the microscope. If 
the tissue is malignant, an unu­ 
sual pattern of cellular forma­ 
tion is noted. 
Mainly, cancers spread to oth­ 
er parts of the body through 
lymphatic channels or the blood 
stream. All the cells in the body 
are bathed in a watery fluid 
called lymph which empties in­ 
to vessels very much like blood 
vessels. Ultimately this fluid ero­ 
tics into the blood stream. For 
example, in cancer of the breast, 
cancer cells from the breast mass 
will follow the lymphatic chan­ 
nels to the lymph glands, drain­ 
ing the breast and localizing in 
the axillary glands underneath 
the armpits. These glands then 
enlarge and become hard.

Dormant Season 
On Even Before 
Leaf Fall Starts 


Deciduous trees are most suc­ 
cessfully moved in the dormant 
season, but you don’t have 
to 
wait for the leaves to fall. Ac­ 
tually. trees are pretty well into 
the dormant stage a week 
or 
two before the leaves begin to 
flutter down. 
And now is one of the 
ideal 
times for 
such 
transplanting, 
advises R. J. McWilliams, field 
representative of the Davey Tree 
Expert Co. 
Such popular land­ 
scape friends as maples, oaks and 
lindens respond well to moving 
at this time. 
But more delicate 
types, such as dogwood and mag­ 
nolia should be so handled only 
in late spring in northern lati­ 
tudes, though not in the South. 
There is a big advantage 
in 
transplanting when the 
land­ 
scape is in foliage. You can bet­ 
ter visualize your home grounds 
planting needs. 
There are several precaution­ 
ary steps that should be taken 
if you transplant in the fall. In­ 
sure adequate drainage and make 
sure the newly planted trees are 
guyed and staked against winter 


storms. 
Deep freezing ©f the 
soil is in no real danger if an 
adequate mulch of peat 
moss, 
leaves or even straw is laid over 
the entire root area. 
Early fall is also \ desirable 
period for bringing in attractive 
new evergreens. 
These respond 
admirably since they are never 
really dormant. 
In effect, the* 
become well established before 
cold weather. In some instances 
they actually

growth.

are 
not 
large, they are well planned and 
are equipped to fill im portant 
needs of the school. The various 
special teachers such as the vis­ 
iting counselor, the guidance di­ 
rector, the speech teacher, the 
vocal and instrum ental teachers, 
and the nurse use these offices 
to good advantage. 
The teach­ 
ers’ lounge provides a place for 
teachers to relax when they are 
not occupied with the children. 
The principal’s office is well de­ 
signed to carry on the business 
of the school.

THE CLASSROOMS, five on 
each side of this corridor are 
especially 
designed 
fo r- the 
learning activities of small chil­ 
dren. 
One wall is enclosed in 
glass and has a window seat 
along its entire length. The long 
sun shade on the outside of the 
building provides for fine nat­ 


ural lighting but keeps out di­ 
rect sunlight and glare. 
The corridor wall contains a 
small ceiling-to-floor closet, stor­ 
age space, children's wardrobes, 
cabinets, a sink, a showcase, and 
a long formica covered 
work 
counter. 
The children’s w ard­ 
robes are modern and function­ 
al with all the doors opening 
from one m aster door, thereby 
reducing the confusion usually 
encountered wThile young chil­ 
dren are preparing to leave. The 
outside of these doors is covered 
with corkboard for display pur­ 
poses.

AN INTERESTING and rest­ 
ful view is provided in the front 
of each classroom by the use of 
green chalkboard trim m ed with 
light brown pine paneling. 
A 
fluorescent 
light extends over 
the length of the chalkboard as 
an additional sight saving aid. 
The formica covered counter is 
an excellent place for using scis­ 
sors, paste, clay, and many other 
m aterials which might m ar other 
surfaces. 
The sink in each room 
will be valuable in the teaching 
of health, science and art. 
The 
showcase on this wall will pro­ 
vide a place for children to dis­ 
play their work to other stu­ 
dents and teachers. 
In the rear of each room are 
a row of six reversible easels 
situated so that children may 
stand to draw or paint. 
These 
easels are portable so that they 
may be taken to the child’s desk 
or put on display in the show­ 
case. 
The furniture in each room in­ 
cludes tables and chairs in kind­ 
ergarten, first and second grades 
and desks in third, fourth and 
fifth grades. 
Each room also 
has a large round library table 
with several chairs. 
The teach­ 
er’s desk is of modern design and 
is constructed of gray steel.

“The children have gone to 
bed, Harlan’s in Germany, and 
I’m sitting alone in our 300 
year old, 18 room house, which 
is no more than a good golf 
shot from the North sea.

This 
may be unfair to England, but 
after having traveled a bit, it 
is the bleakest, grayest* most 
dismal place I’ve ever seen. 
“The base where Harlan is 
stationed is 30 miles away with 
the people there living in little 
towns around it. 
We re in the 
heart of town, but I still feel 
as if we’re away from every­ 
one ’cause the people seem as 
foreign as the Germans, even

“Their food is all I’ve ever 
heard claimed for it; they can 
take a choice fillet and make 
it taste like a six month ole 
dish rag. 
Driving is like riding 
a roller coaster. 
At the cross 
roads you can’t 
see 
for the 
hedge-rows, but if you honk and 
pray the odds are that you’ll

Learning to 
drive on the left, remembering

the drastic increase in state aid 
for schools. 
State school aid was almost 35 
million dollars greater in the 
last fiscal year ending June 30, 
1952, than it was five years ago 
in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1948. 
Total state 
spending 
from the general fund (covering 
most state activities other than 
highways) increased 
almost 
99 
million dollars in the same per­ 
iod. 
Increased school aid 
ac­ 
counted for more than a third of 
the total increase. 
Like the housewife who mov­ 
ed the ends every time her hus­ 
band thought he was going 
to 
make ends meet, so the demands 
for increased state 
school 
aid 
move constantly higher. 
It has 
already been reported that the 
schools will be seeking a further 
increase of from 17 & to 21 Vt 
million dollars a year in addi­ 
tional state aid from the 
next 
general assembly in 1953, plus % 
new program of state help for lo­ 
cal school construction. 
More than half of the state aid 
money is earmarked for special 
purposes. 
The salaries of county super 
intendents and assistant county 
superintendents, plus supervisory 
expenses, are paid by the state. 
The taxpayers’ share of the cost 
of the downstate teachers’ pen­ 
sion fund is paid by the state, 
amounting to $4,717,993 in fiscal 
1951. 
While the state does not 
contribute directly to the cost of 
the Chicago teachers’

fund, it does indirectly since tjie 
share of the 
state 
distributive 
funds paid to Chicago schools is 
adjusted to make up for this. 
The state’s contribution to the 
cost of pupil transportation has 
increased from $1,400,000 in fis­ 
cal 1948 to $3,488,320 in fiscal 
1951. 
The school lunch program 
cost the state $2,227,929 for fiscal 
1951, plus $2,832,319 in federal 
funds. 
The state’s ^lare of the 
cost of vocational education in­ 
creased from $1,008,705 for fiscal 
1948 to $1,644,036 in fiscal 1951. 
The federal share in fiscal '48 
was $936,010, was $1,140,357 for 
fiscal ’51. 
The state also contributes 
to 
the excess cost 
of 
educating 
handicapped children. 
The total 
cost to the state for this pro­ 
gram, covering blind, deaf, physi­ 
cally 
handicapped, 
mentally 
handicapped, 
speech 
defective, 
and maladjusted 
children, 
in­ 
creased from $3,300,360 in fiscal 
1948 to $4,700,000 in fiscal 1951. 
The state is now contributing 
to the cost of the Chicago teach­ 
ers* college. 
An attempt to ob­ 
tain state aid for junior colleges 
is probable at the 1953 General 
assembly. 
State equalization aid and flat 
grants, which can be used by

Have you or your children seen the television 
program, “Ding-Dong School,” at 9:30 each morn­ 
ing? After watching several times, I have come to 
the conclusion that it is one of the most entertain­ 
ing and educational half hours you can find in the 
TV schedule. Having heard about it just recently, 
from a friend of mine, Megan and I have watched 
Miss Frances only a few times, but already Megan 
is more interested in this than any of the other 
children’s programs appearing during the day. 
The soft-voiced Miss Frances appears on the 
screen sitting on a hassock, and on either side of 
her are shelves filled with toys, puzzles and books 
—all familiar objects to the children who watch 
daily.

EACH MORNING she teaches her little view­ 
ers something new. The first time we tuned in, 
she discussed the use of c l a y a n d 
showed us how many different ani­ 
mals could be molded. I was delighted 
to hear (as all viewing mothers must 
have been) her suggestion that all 
the children should be sure to have a 
large piece of oil cloth on which to do their model­ 
ing, so as not to get any clay on the carpet or 
floor, and that all must wear an apron when do­ 
ing this work. This activity was a little advanced 
for Megan, consequently she was not as interested 
in the clay itself as she was in Miss Frances’ fin­ 
ished product—a nicely shaped bell that Megan 
recognized as an object which we see at the farm. 
The following day, Miss Frances called our 
attention to a large, old-fashioned clock hanging 
on the studio wall. After pointing out the pendu­ 
lum, the hands and the face, and listening to it 
tick-tock, she played a record, “In a Clock Store” 
—one of the nicest children’s recordings I have 
heard. In the record we could hear a chiming 
clock, an alarm clock and a cuckoo clock, all work­ 
ing in time to the ticking tempo of the music. Be­ 
cause of the familiarity of the sounds (she has 


heard all these kinds of clocks) Megan was fas­ 
cinated by the record and called my attention to 
each one.

THE NEXT TIME we watched, Miss Frances 
had a real telephone placed on a table next to her. 
She carefully explained the dial, the place into 
which you speak and the part through which you 
listen. She then let the telephone ring, picked it 
up and held an imaginary conversation with a 
little child. In her clear, quiet voice she told us 
that the telephone was not to be played with, but 
rather, it was to be used when you had something 
important to say to someone, and only then, after 
you had asked permission of your parents to use it 
Following the primary subject of the day, the 
camera wTould focus on the toy shelves and Miss 
Frances would again point out the friendly toy- 
shelf-objects (children love repetition) and then 
tell her toddler-audience what the subject for the 
next day was to be.

BEFORE THE PROGRAM closes, Miss Frances 
tells the children to call their mothers to the TV 
set. She then explains to the mothers what she has 
done during the half hour and how it may help 
the children to learn about everyday things. She 
also tells the mothers what materials to have 
ready for the following morning. During the next 
few days we are to save all our paper grocery 
sacks, as next week the children are going to make 
masks for Hallowe’en. 
Although the activities are somewhat advanced 
for our almost-three-little-Megan, she is charmed 
by the slow, soft, intimate manner in which Miss 
Frances directs questions to her viewers and pre­ 
tends to receive answers. 
This is such an excellent program that Megan 
and I shall be attending “Ding-Dong School” 
whenever it’s possible and I hope you’ll watch it 
soon too—I’ll bet you enjoy it as much as your 
kiddies, Peg!

Accidents Caused By Teen Age 
Drivers Discussed At Meeting 


Auto accidents caused by ’teen 
age drivers the past six months 
accounted for over 12% of the 
fatal accidents and nearly 10% 
of all accidents in suburban Cook 
county. President Erickson of the 
county board told officials of 20 
towns who attended a dinner 
meeting of Cook County Traffic 
Safety 
commission 
Wednesday 
evening. 
“In 17 accidents scored against 
youngsters, people were killed,” 
said the board president. “In 
eight accidents, none of them 
fatal, cars were driven by chil­ 
dren under 15.” 
The meeting was held at Sports­ 
man’s golf and country club. 
Guests included the mayors of 
the various municipalities in the 
northern part of Cook county 
and representatives of the police 
departments as well as members 
of local safety commissions. H. 
R. Hamm gave the address of the 
evening. A movie film of a “day 
in Court” was also shown. 
Erickson in his welcoming ad­ 
dress said in part: 
“While the accident rate for 
the rest of Illinois and for the 
county as a whole has risen in 
the post war years, suburban 
Cook county has shown the capa­ 
city to lower its annual toll of 
lives. 
“In 1946 the year the commis­ 
sion began to function, the total 
of traffic fatalities in our area 
was 192. The next year, the total 
was one less. The third year— 
1948, the total was again 192. 
While that was not a reduction, 
it was nevertheless holding the 
line in the face of a rapidly grow­ 
ing traffic volume. 
“Our banner year was 1949, 
when the death total dropped to 
155. There was a string of 13 con­ 
secutive months, 
ending 
with 
October, 1949, when each month’s 
total of deaths was lower than 
for the same month in the year 
before. 
“Last year was also outstand­ 
ing. The’ total fatalities was 187. 
as against 209 for the preceding 
year—a saving of 22 lives. 
“I don’t believe this was all 
luck. The efforts in which all of 
you had part counted somewhere 
along the line. I believe that lives 
can be saved year after year if 
the motoring public can be in­ 
duced to cooperate whole-heart­ 
edly with the authorities. 
‘Right now we have a special 


of* the young, we can not only 
prevent accidents now, but we 
can bring up a generation of safe 
adult drivers. 
“The menace of the ’teen age 
driver has been noted by all en­ 
gaged in traffic safety, including 
the insurance companies. 
“It is difficult for a boy of 16 
to appreciate that an automobile 
traveling 59 miles an hour is a 
deadly missile. His emotions are 
high 
and h is reactions 
a re 
springy. At that age he hasn’t 
developed due consideration' for 
the possible consequences of his 
actions. The combination of ex- 
hubent youth and a fast car is 
inherently hazardous. 
“I have no way of knowing the 
number of boy? and girls under 
19 who own or have the use of 
a car, but it surely must be very 
small in comparison with the 
number of drivers over 19. Yet, 
in suburban Cook county the 
first six months of this year— 
out of a total of 14,164 traffic 
accidents, drivers under 19 years 
were involved in 1,230.” 
The Extinction 


Of a Species

THE SANDHILL CRANE 
There are only two species of 
crane in North America; the 
whooping crane and the sandhill 
crane. The whooping crane is 
nearly extinct; most naturalists 
believe that it soon will be en­ 
tirely non-existant. 
That leaves only the sandhill 
crane as a representative of this 
impressive family; but man is not 
satisfied to merely destroy the 
whooping crane: man must also 
crush the life from the sandhill. 
The four foot, slate-gray crane 
formerly abounded from Alaska 
to Florida. It was a resident of 
Louisiana and Florida and for­ 
merly bred from the southern 
Canadian provinces south to Cal­ 
ifornia, Colorado, Nebraska, Illi­ 
nois, and Ohio. The bird is now 
rare in the southern half of this 
breeding ground. It used to mi­ 
grate as far east as New Eng 
land; it is now rare east of the 
Mississippi River except in Flor­ 
ida.

the food which It seems to relish 
most, on dry land. Hence it is 
often found on the plains and 
prairies, sometimes in small flocks 
out often in pairs or singly. Its 
diet includes a large percentage 
of roots, bulbs, grains, and the 
like; and it is especially fond of 
corn which it takes from the 
shock. 
Insects, 
frogs, 
lizards, 
snakes and mice are also included 
in its bill of fare, but not in suf­ 
ficient numbers to make its flesh 
“strong” as it that of the herons 
and other wading birds. In fact, 
this crane’s flesh is excellent for 
the table, and it has been per­ 
sistently hunted for food. 
On the fenceless prairies and 
the treeless marshes, where its 
keen eyes can detect afar off the 
approach of an enemy, the de­ 
meanor and habits of this fine 
brave bird challenges the admi­ 
ration of the man who appreci­ 
ates alertness, c o u r a ge, and 
strength in wildlife. Not for an 
instant is the great bird off his 
guard. Moving in deliberate and 
dignified stride he pauses occa­ 
sionally and lowers his head to 
thrust his bill into the soft earth; 
or to seize a dozing frog or an 
un watchful insect; but in a few 
seconds up again comes his head, 
and his eyes search the surround­ 
ing country. If the approach of 
his chief enemy, man, is discov­ 
ered, the crane surveys the in­ 
truder for a few minutes and 
then with a few long running 
strides takes to his wings at the 
same time sounding his wild and 
defiant cry. 
The cry of the sandhill crane is 
a veritable voice of nature, un­ 
tamed and unterrified. 
Its un­ 
canny quality is like that of the 
loon, but it is more pronounced 
because of the much greater vol­ 
ume of the Crane’s voice. Its res­ 
onance is remarkable and its 
carrying power is increased by a 
distinct tremalo effect. Often for 
several minutes after the bird has 
vanished, the unearthly sound 
drifts back to the listener, like a 
taunting trumpet from the under­ 
world.” 
If the sandhill crane is not 
saved; if man does not stop the 
cruel and 
indiscriminating de­ 
struction of his fellow species, 
this defiant cry will continue to 
drift on through the ages long 
after the Crane is wiped from the 
face of the earth. It will drift on 
to taunt the soul and to shame 
the conscience of a people who 
knew no better than to kill. 
And drifting with it will be the 
bell-like wooing notes of the pas­ 
senger pigeon, the chatter of the 
Carolina paroquet, the booming 
of the heath hen, and the clear 
two toned cornet like note of the 
whooping crane.

The American Cancer Society 
does not presume to be the only 
organized charity engaging in the 
enormous fight now carried on 
against cancer, neither does it 
presume to say that such other 
charities shall not accept funds 
raised by federated means. It is 
simply the policy of the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society not to join in 
or to accept funds raised in such 
manner. 
In order to make clear the 
position of the society and the 
reasons why the society does not 
join in such federated fund rais­ 
ing plans as the Community 
Chest, I quote the resolution

With the completion of

new addition to

township high school, the high 
school needs of the community 
will be taken care of for a good 
many years to come, but not so 
the grade school.

Here is why: The Society’s fund rais­ 
ing effort takes place during the month 
of April, which has been designated by 
Congress as Cancer 
Control 
Month. 
Volunteer workers for the Society use 
the occasion of calling on people to se­ 
cure contributions, to instruct 
and 
educate the givers on what to do about 
cancer; how* to detect its signs in its 
early stages. At this time, national and 
local publicity is at its peak and is a 
tremendous factor in informing count­ 
less thousands of people who would 
not otherwise be reached. The April 
cancer crusade not only raises needed 
funds but is a huge educational effort 
as well. The indoctrination of individ­ 
uals to “see your doctor in tim e,” to 
“watch for cancer’s danger signals”— 
with detailed descriptions of what these 
signals are—is undoubtedly the most 
effective single weapon available 
to 
the American Cancer Society for sav­ 
ing lives now. Experience has shown 
that it is vitally im portant to carry 
out the fund raising and the eduqa- 
tional efforts together. When a person 
gives his money to fight against can­ 
cer, he feels he has a stake in the 
whole program. He becomes more vigi­ 
lant about his family and himself. It

How to Remove 


Wall Paint Without 


Damaging Trim? 


I have a job in an eight-room house. It has been 
painted a number of times with flat paint. Within the 
last three years, it has been painted with casein and 
later with another coat of flat. Now it has started 
to burst and peel off. How can I remove all of the 
paint to the plaster without damage to the trim? 


The simplest way to remove all the paint from the 
walls of the house is with paint and varnish remover. 
Whether or not you will damage the trim with the 
remover depends upon whether or not you .splatter 
the remover on it or allow the remover to run down 
on it. If you are careful, you should be able to take 
the paint off the walls without damaging the trim. 
Masking the trim might help.

Farmers 
have to worry about cold milk houses, 
frozen water lines and iced-over stock 
tanks along with the many other 
problems facing urban residents. 
Here’s how some northern fanners 
solve their winter problems: 
COLD MILK HOUSES —Farmers 
In south central areas need less heat 
than those farther north, and find 
thermostatically controlled electric 
space heaters all that are required. 
They may be located on the floor or 
on a wall, lf your farm is in a region 
where the temperature dips to zero 
and below, however, some other 
heating arrangement may be neces­ 
sary. Some far northern farmers in­ 
stall heat lamps directly over their 
work areas for spot warmth, using 


ing cable. Tbs table to wrapped; 
around th* pipes, and a thermostat 
installed to keep toe cable es warm 
as necessary. When need in a build­ 
ing, locate the thermostat in the cold­ 
est part of the line. 
STOCK TANKS —Electric immer­ 
sion heaters and de-icers are avail­ 
able to keep stock tanks open through­ 
out toe winter. Immersion heaters 
warm all of the water in the tank, 
while de-ieers float on the surface 
and keep only t small drinking hole 
free of ice. Both are thermostatically 
controlled. Electrically heated drink­ 
ing cups also ere available and may 
be installed in open sheds or in feed 
lots. They fit into the tops of pipet 
about the size of sn ordinary sewer 
tile and this pipe may be buried in j 
the ground to the desired height for j 
cattle, hogs or sheep.

sioners owe a duty to the pub 
lie to try and keep the roads 
open and in good condition. One 
of their problems is drainage. 
Highways must be graded; many 
times they are higher than ad­ 
jacent farmland, and thus inter­ 
fere with natural drainage at 
many points along the highway 
The problem can be met in 
about three ways: by putting in 
adequate culverts where natural 
depressions cross the road, by 
constructing ditches to carry the 
water along the highways to an 
adequate outlet, or by acquiring 
the right to ditch across private 
property and reach 
an 
outlet. 
There is a statute giving com­ 
missioners the right to ", . . en­ 
ter upon any land adjacent to 
any highway . . . for the purpose 
of opening any ditch . . . to or 
from the natural water course 
. . 
Also they have the right 
to “. . . drain any slough or pond 
on said highways, or to provide 
a more direct 
water 
course 
through or adjacent to a bridge 
or culvert. . .”

* 
COMMISSIONERS ARE 
re­ 
quired first to seek the consent 
of the landowner, however. Fol­ 
lowing this they may apply to a 
justice of the peace to issue a 
summons and have the amount 
of damages to the landowner de­ 
termined. Following a judgment, 
if no appeal is made within five 
days the commissioner, may en­ 
ter the land. Illinois courts have 
upheld this law and among other 
things have held that:

Bankers Must 


Help Progress 


In Agriculture 


It is up to the bankers of the 
country to see that agricultural 
methods keep on changing with­ 
out interruption. 
That’s what Delos C. Johns, 
president of the Federal Reserve 
bank of St. Louis, told members 
of the Illinois bankers conference 
at the University of Illinois. 
“As bankers, we must see we 
do not fail to keep our credit 
procedures and our attitudes to­ 
ward agricultural credit abreast 
of changing conditions and tech­ 
nology,” Johns said. 
. * 
* * 


"IN NO Other segment of our 
economy is it more important to 
adapt financing techniques 
to 
the expanding and evolving cre­ 
dit needs than in agriculture, the 
banker pointed out. 
What kind and amount of ag­ 
ricultural and other financing Il­ 
linois fanners will need in the 
future, Johns did not attempt to 
name. But he emphasized the 
fact that bankers must learn and 
grow with their customers. They 
must try to stay ahead of the 
parade and not fall behind. 
Baners must be alert to recog­ 
nize changing farm 
conditions 
and must be able to see what 
financing is needed. Then they 
must be able and ready to meet 
the new requirements, Johns be­ 
lieves.

THE BANKER emphasized that 
Illinois farming today is 
big 
business and that the successful 
farmer must be as skilled in the 
use and management of money 
as he is in production practices. 
He will need help; and if the 
bankers are to supply that help, 
they must be as familiar with 
the problems of agriculture as 
they are with the problems of 
banking. 
It won’t be so easy for bank­ 
ers to expand their credit in the 
future.

Feeder Cattle Need 
Rest After Trip 


Newly 
arrived 
feeder 
cattle 
need a rest. 
After your feeders arrive, put 
them in a drylot or a small 
pasture until they recover from 
the long ride, suggests H. G. 
Russell, extension livestock spe­ 
cialist at the Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 
It will also help to feed hay 
or some other dry feed for a 
few days, Russell says. 
Keep 
the new feeders separate from 
the rest of the herd for a week 
or so, or as long as needed, un­ 
til they are rested. 
The younger the feeder* and 
the farther the 
distance 
they 
have traveled, the harder the 
trip will be on them. Cattle or 
othert livestock are just like hu­ 
mans in that a long trip will 
tire them and lower their resist­ 
ance to disease. 
If some of your new feeders 
appear listless and show “droo­ 
py” ears, call your veterinarian 
right away to check them over. 
A veterinarian may be able to 
save some calves which might 
otherwise die. 
Russell also suggests that you 
move quietly among your cattle 
to look them over once a day or 
so. You’ll be able to spot any 
sick ones sooner. And they’ll get 
used to you and become a gentle 
group of feeding cattle.

A. No; her wedding must be 
as simple as possible, and she 
should have just one attend­ 
ant.

Set Dates For 


College Tests 


Colonel Paul G. Armstrong, Il­ 
linois state director of selective 
service, announced today 
that 
the 
selective 
service 
college 
qualification test will be given 
on December 4, 1952 and April 
23, 1953 at 42 colleges in Illinois 
including ten in Chicago. Local 
boards use the test scores, or the 
class standing of students as re­ 
ported by the colleges, to deter­ 
mine eligibility for consideration 
for deferment. 
Only full time college students 
who have not previously taken 
the test are eligible to apply for 
testing on one of the above 
dates, Colonel Armstrong empha­ 
sized. Students may obtain ap­ 
plication blanks, special mailing 
envelopes and information bulle­ 
tins concerning the test at any 
local board, not necessarily their 
own local board.

APPLICATIONS FOR the De­ 
cember 4 test must be postmark­ 
ed not later than midnight No­ 
vember I, 1952 and for the April 
?3 test not later than midnight 
March 9, 1953. 
Colonel 
Armstrong 
advised 
students whose academic 
year 
will end in January 1953 to take 
the December 4th test so they 
will have a test score in theii 
files before the end of their 
academic year, at 
which time 
their boards will reconsider their 
cases to determine whether they 
should be deferred as students. 
The present criteria for defer­ 
ment as an undergraduate are 
cither a satisfactory score (70 or 
above) on the test, or specified 
rank in class (upper half of the 
male freshman class, upper two- 
ihirds of the male sophomore 
class, or upper three-fourths of 
the male junior class). However, 
student deferments are granted 
at the discretion of the local 
boards and it is not mandatory 
on the boards to follow the cri­ 
teria, Col. Armstrong said. 
Students currently deferred on 
the basis of test scores or class 
standing number about 15,000 in 
Illinois, according 
to 
Colonel 
-\rmstrong. 
He said 
that the 
tandards for deferment may be 
raised at any time when increas­ 
ing manpower demands require 
it.
